2-22 Battery is a Reserve 
Unit And Needs Recruits 
Immediately 


The opportunity to train to protect 
their own homes is now made possi- 
ble to those men who (1) are too 
old to enlist for service abroad (2) 
to those who cannot pass the physical 
standards required for active service, 
and (8) to the young chaps who 
want to get an elementary training 
before they enlist for active service. 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
everyone must do his bit and must be 
prepared before it is too late. Many 
men do not realize that they can be 
better prepared by joining a Reserve 
Unit. They give up a few hours each 
week to learn in an orderly manner 
how to operate the weapons of war 
and how best to quickly and effec- 
tively protect their own and the lives 
of their loved ones. 

Gleichen is fortunate in having a 
Reserve Artillery Unit. Under the 
new training scheme, it becomes a 
Battery Troop with Captain J. W. 
House in command. Major Gooder- 
ham remains as Adminstration Head 
of the 2-22 Battery and becomes Of- 
ficer Commanding two troops—Cal- 
gary and Gleichen. Officers and N. 
C. O.’s have had intensive training 
in the latest type of artillery warfare. 
Good equipment is arriving daily. 
The Gleichen troop is assured of a 
thorough training. 

Everything is set for a splendid 
epring and summer training rogram 
which inculdes two weeks in camp and 
the odd day on local schemes, but this 
requires men. Many recruits are 
needed.

Eleven years s of wo work iby the Srop 
Testing Plan—during which period 
some 170,000 farmers’ fields of wheat 
have been tested and analyzed—have 
revealed that an average of 34 per 
cent of these fields contained bad 
mixtures instead of one good recom- 
mended varicty suitable for the dis- 
trict. 

These bad mixtures yield less than 
a good variety and give grain of a 
lower quality so that any farmer

Farmers and Maximum Price 
Regulations 

All of us are now subject to regu- 
lations which would have seemed 
impossible three years ago. Un- 
doubtedly we shall be required to 
conform to many more; and who 
will complain? 

It is quite a job keeping posted on 
regulations affecting business trans- 
actions, and many farmers must be 
uncertain as to their own responsi- 
bilities when selling their own pro- 
duce or buying from others. 

Farmers should, know that trans- 
actions between primary producers 
of agricultural products, involving 
their own produce, are exempt from 
price ceiling regulations of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. Order 
No. 102 defines these exemptions and, 
in part, reads as follows: 

“1 (a) sales, exchanges, or barters of 
hay, grain, seed, seed potatoes, 
onion bulbs, farm implements 
or repair parts, machinery or 
repair parts, sacks, fencing, 
fence posts, milk cans, steck- 
lings, nursery stock, cordwood, 
fertilizers, bees, bee supplies, 
livestock, meats, poultry, poul- 
try products, farm -made 
dairy products, wool, hides 
and other agricultural prod- 
ucts and supplies;

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“1 (b) custom-milling, seed clean- 
ing and other agricultural 
services,” 


The above provisions, however, do 
not apply to sales, exchanges or bar- 
ters made for purposes of resale, 
All resales of products or articles 
are subject to maximum price 
regulations, :

Battery there. Shortly after war broke 
out he moved his Battery to Calgary. 
On the 2nd of December 1989 he was 
given command of the 42nd Battery 
from Edmonton and of all the bat- 
teries in British Columbia and Al- 
berta the 109th and the 42nd were 
the only ones properly trained to igo 
with the first division overseas, They 
left Calgary on the 4th of December, 
1939 in sixteen cars and sailed from 
Halifax on the 8th. In December 1940 
he ¢ransfered to the First Light Anti- 
Aircraft Regiment and has remained 
attached to it ever since. 

Bill was well known as a defence 
player for the Gleichen Gunners and 
was on the team in 1929 when the 
Gunners won the Morgan Cup and 
again in 1981-82 when the Gunners 
hockey team won the Black Trophy 
hockey team won the Black Trophy. 

His wife and child reside in Oko- 
toks Mrs. Tayor being the daughter 
of the C. P. R. agent at that point 
and formerly of Gleichen.

Ix, Pernambuco they just use water 
to wash in—the proper thing to drink 
it seems, is some kind of liquor or 
wine, so we had native Portuguese 
white wine. I didn’t care much for 
wne with my dinner but poured it 
down never-the-less, Then I had 
some sort of natural mineral water, 
that they serve a great deal of, here. 
Some places we went the streets 
were so narrow that if someone was 
coming the opposite way on the side- 
walk you had to get off to let them 
pass. 

The shops in the better district 
were quite nice, but in some of the 
side streets they were little more than 
holes in the wall—and the smells! 
All the stores are open here just as 
they were in Trinidad, but I noticed 
more of them with glass windows, The 
men all wear white linen or light 
colored suits and they are very 
cheap according to our prices, but 
wemen’s clothes are very expensive, 
I thought. We saw very few ready 
made dresses but many of the stores 
sold materials by the yard. When 
we were in the post office we saw a 
cute little black boy with a plate of 
fudge on top of his head going 
aroung from one weket to the other 
selling it, just as our kids sell raffle 
tickets or Red Cross tickets, 

In the poorer districts near the 
docks the men were laying asleep in 
the streets right on the sidewalk. 
Clothes are the least of their worries 
apparently, they just wear the min- 
imum, ragged jpants and shirt and 
sandals with a strip across the toes. 
I don’t see how they keep them on. 
Some of them only had trousers and 
an old ragged piece of cloth around 
their necks. A great many of the 
people have beautful cars—the one 
we were in was large enough for four 
people to sit comfortably on the front 
seat—but we saw a great many 
donkey, carts and also men and wo- 
men (niostly men) carrying yokes 
with a basket swinging from either 
end filled with fruit or other things, 
The majority of the people are very 
thin, but you do see the odd fat :per- 
son, The streets are paved with very 
small pieces of stone set out in pat- 
terns and some of ‘the streets and 
buildings are printed right in the 
sidewalk in the same way,

Dr, Alfalfa, but that isn’t quite 
right—Aboulafia—that’s it! And the 


other one is Dr. Goldsmith, who 
hails from Palestine. These people 
all speak some English. They have 
the advantatge over us there, but we 
get along very well most of the time, 

They have a very, nice bar on the 
boat and most of the drinks are very 
inexpensive, Cigarettes 12c a pack- 
age (3 piastres.) In Trinidad they 
took English Canadian or American 
money, but in Pernambuco we turned 
in our American money and got our 
change in theiy money, They use 
reis (pronounced rays) and millreis. 
There are about 18 millreis in one 
Canadian dollar. The reis is a smaller 
amount, 

It really doesn’t seem that Christ- 
mas is so near although we are _plan- 
ning a celebration of some kind and 
the captan is giving a special dinner 
Christmas night.We had a masquerade 
one night and some of the costumes 
were just wonderful considering they 
‘were made from nothing almost. I 
went as a Turkish lady. Gathered up 


the legs of my pyjamas at the bottom 
and draped a towel around my head 
and a piece of gauze across my nose, 
I couldn’t find anything for the tap 
of my costume so wore a brassiere. 
It may sound a little unusual but be- 
lieve me if you had been as hot as I 
was you would have done the same 
thing. There were soldiers and sailors 
and a pirate and a baby and gypsies 
and Hindoo ladies and everything else 
you can think of. One of the cabin 
boys dressed one of the nurses in 20 
yards of gauze in real Indian style, 
and it was beautiful. They have some 
way of wrapping it around and cver 
one shoulder and over their heads. It 
is very graceful. The captain in- 
vited us all into the lounge for sand- 
wiches and cocktails and after that 
we danced. We had Christmas carols 
on the Sunday before Christmas, 
some of the girls have lovely voices. 

* When we left New York, the Cook’s 
agent presented us with eighty of 
the newest books for the ship’s library 
so we had plenty to read, Really 
though I have never been so lazy in 
my life before. We just sit around 
and read and sleep and act silly all 
day and eat, and eat, and eat! Ex- 
cept, of course, when we have boat 
drill, which is atleast once a day. 
Then you would think someone had 
put a stick of dynamite under all of 
us, We really run! We have complete 
black out on the ship every night as 


soon as it gets dusk.--In-our--rooms——---—— 


We Wiave only one small blue light 
after the black out whistle goes, At 
first it was.rather hard to find our 
‘way around in the dark but now we 
are quite used to it.

Settlement Board, of which Mr. Gordon Murchison is the director. This 
Board has functioned for the past twenty years and it is felt that long 
experience has acquainted its members with the shortcomings of earlier 
legislation, and that they are well fitted to capably administer the new Act. 
Based on more generous terms than those given to the veterans of the! 
last war, the scheme will provide for returned men to establish themselves 
on farms, or in suburban homes with large garden plots, should they not 
wish to devote their whole time to farming. This is among the first of 


many constructive plans that will be developed, and there is no doubt that 
Canada must repay those who are working and fighting now in the cause 
of freedom with employment and security when the victory is won.

R.C.A.F, Find Trim Little Torpedo} 
Boats Fine For Practice | 
Canada's most frequently bombed, 
ship is a trim little torpedo boat that | 
bears the red, white, and blue in- 
Signia of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. | 
Fast, manoeuvrable, and well- 
armed to withstand the hammering 
of high explosives, this craft is used 
by the R.C.A.F, as a practice target 
for their aircraft. 

Manned by a crew of five or six, 
the little craft will speed toward the 
open sea, followed by a pack of cir- 
, cling aircraft loaded with 11-pound 
practice bombs. 

When a good spot is reached, the 
boat begins to zig-zag furiously while
